Schools Could Lose 
Identity In Merger

(This is the last in a series of articles on problems 
and possibilities of combining the Sierra Madre and 
Pasadena Elementary School Districts.) 

Opposition to the proposal that the Sierra Madre Ele¬ 
mentary School District be unified with the Pasadena Dis¬ 
trict was voiced by many Sierra Madreans this week. 

The annexation proposal was set forth in last week’s

The Sierra Madre Co-or¬ 
dinating Council will 
sponsor an open meeting 
and panel discussion 
Tuesday. July 9, on possi¬ 
bilities of annexation of 
Sierra Madre's Elementary 
School District with Pasa¬ 
dena. 

Dr. Paul Narcowich, 
council president, an¬ 
nounced yesterday that 
the meeting would be held 
at the City School, either 
in Room 12 or the cafe¬ 
teria. Speakers will be an¬ 
nounced next week. 

Strongest feeling against 
losing local control of the 
two city schools was based 
on what Dr. Milton Valois, 
former School Board presi¬ 
dent, termed, "the intangi¬ 
bles that make us want to 
live in this community.” 

"INTEREST in schools and 
concern for good basic edu¬ 
cation are a part of a grass 
roots psychology,” Dr. Valois 
said. “We wouldn’t be living 
here if we didn’t want that 
part of community life. We 
need the responsibility of 
guiding our children’s 
schooling, to annex to Pasa¬ 
dena would mean loss of our 
voice in school government.” 

E. Waldo Ward, school 
board president during early 
years of the district, said: 

“I would hate to see Si¬ 
erra Madre join the Pasa¬ 
dena District. For the sav¬ 
ing of a few dollars we 
would lose self-govern¬ 
ment. We would have less 
consideration from the 
Pasadena School Board, 
less response to our own 
needs. Anything that 
tends toward centralized 
government, I oppose. I 
believe in home rule." 

Another concerned citizen 
pointed out that annexation 
would not give Sierra Madre 
any guarantee that the city 
would have representation 
on the Pasadena School 
Board. BoaXl members are 
voted on by the entire uni¬ 
fied district, making it dif¬ 
ficult for Sierra Madreans 
to vote in a local resident. 

THERE would be, of 
course, no way for Sierra 
Madre to join the Pasadena 
District and then dictate 
what seemed to be the best 
interest of this community, 
many persons felt. 

For instance, Sierra Madre 
right now needs additional 
classrooms at Sierra Mesa 
school. To Taise the bond 
issue for such building, the 
entire unified district 
would have to vote 


issue failed to pass, then 
the Pasadena School Boarrd 
could decide on double ses- 
Ssions for our schools or 
even the transporting of 
students to Pasadena schools 
not filled to capacity. 

The Don Benito and Eu¬ 
gene Field Schools in neigh¬ 
boring Hastings Ranch have 
both been on double sessions 
in the past. 

Questions were directed by 
residents to Mr. Dewar’s 
contention that economy 
would dictate eventual an¬ 
nexation to the neighboring 
district. 

Sierra Madre now pays an 
elementary school tax rate 
of $1.4882, plus a bond rate 
of $0.2592 or a total elemen¬ 
tary tax and bond rate of 
$1.7474. Pasadena pays an 
elementary rate of $1.5363 
plus a bond rate of $.1957 or 
a total of $1.7320. 

THE HITCH is that Sierra 
Madre would have to con¬ 
tinue to carry liability for 
its own existing bonded in¬ 
debtedness and would be 
liable for payment on Pasa¬ 
dena bonds which had not 
been sold at the time of an¬ 
nexation. In other words, 
although Sierra Madreans 
would not have voted on a 
previous Pasadena district 
bond issue, they would have 
to pay for any portion of 
that issue still outstanding. 

A slight tongue-in-cheek 
attitude met Mr. Dewar’s 
long list of special services 
which would be provided to 
local schools if Sierra Madre 
were to annex. 

Are those special services 
actually available or are 
they still organizational 
plans and programs that 
have not yet moved out of 
the offices? Many parents 
believe that Pasadena sec¬ 
ondary schooling still lacks 
sound music, art and coun¬ 
seling services. 

It was pointed out that 
Sierra Madre already utiliz¬ 
es many special services 
from Los Angeles County 
School offices. The School 
Board, at its Monday meet¬ 
ing, announced that addi¬ 
tional services in counseling 
will be available for the fall 
session. 

School Board members 
voiced the hope that an op¬ 
portunity for Sierra Madre 
citizens to discuss both sides 
of possible annexation 
would be provided. Soon. 


A new construction sched¬ 
ule for the Baldwin Ave. 
storm drain was set up Mon¬ 
day by City Administrator 
L. C. B e v i n g t o n to keep 
downtown streets open to 
traffic and minimize busi¬ 
ness losses during the exca¬ 
vation period. 

Contractors have agreed to 
bring present excavation 
work up to a point just 
south of Suffolk Ave. by ap¬ 
proximately July 1. 

DURING July, excavation 
operations will cease to al¬ 
low concrete work to catch 
up. The shutdown period 
will last about 30 days. 

At the end of that period 
the contractor will start ex¬ 
cavation again and continue 
north. Thus construction 
work through the business 
district will take place dur¬ 
ing August. Completion date 
on the channel is Nov. 1. 

Efforts also are being made 
to plan a constructicfh oper¬ 
ation through the business 
district which will allow 
traffic to use both sides of 
Baldwin during the maxi¬ 
mum period possible. 

IT WILL be necessary to 
close portions of the street 
during actual excavation 
operation, but it is planned 
to have the street open dur¬ 
ing much of the construction 
work, according to Mr. Bev- 
ington. 

Adequate dust control 
measures have been stated 
in construction specifications. 
With aid of property owners, 
it is hoped that dust will be 
held to a minimum. 

Contractors for the storm 
drain channel are the E. A. 
Irish Co. and the Corps of 
Engineers, U.S. Army.

Councilman Harold Rob¬ 
erts, chairman of the Water 
Committee, urged the imme¬ 
diate transfer of the fund in 
order to "keep faith” with 
the 10-year plan set up by 
the Council to handle depre¬ 
ciation and capital outlay.

2. Approved, in effect, the 
transfer of an on-sale beer 
license from the Sierra Cafe 
to Lawrence A. Twedell and 
Roland M. Brandt, who plan 
to operate the cafe on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. under a differ¬ 
ent name. 

Police Chief Gordon Me- 
Millan, who in a report to 
tho Council approved the 
transfer, pointed out that 
Lawrence Twedell is the son 
of Police Officer Arthur Twe¬ 
dell. 

’’Because of the type of 
business involved," the po¬ 
lice chief reported, “and 
its location within the jur¬
